* From the Collection of Prince Windisch-Gratz. Pope Paul 
II occupied the Holy See from 1464-1471. King’s “ Hand- 
book of Engraved Gems ” refers to Pope Paul II as having 
formed a fine collection of gems, and adds: “in fact, 
Majolo (Colloq. xvii) makes him out a true martyr to his 
love for them, ascribing his death to a cold caught from 
the weight and chill of the rings with which the aged 
Pontiff was wont to overload his fingers.”

* The Ring is probably that used by Pope Gregory VII, 1073- 
1095 both as Cardinal (Hildebrand) and as Pope, in which 
ease it would be the first of its type; previous Fisher rings 
bearing only the Cross with the name of the Pope around 
it. The ring would have escaped destruction owing to the 
fact that this Pope was exiled. It was bought from a 
Canon of Estergom with other antiquitics.
